Paragraph  4, 

(1)  The^h^  defense  and  that  of  its  socialist  consti¬ 

tution  is  a  matter  of  the  primary  duty  and  honor  of  each  citizen:  it 
is  a  defense  of  the  ■vital  interests  of  each  member  of  socialist  so¬ 
ciety,  ^'Jhen  requested  to  defend  the  homeland,  everyone  will  employ 
all  his  resources  and  power  for  the  adiievement  of  final  victory  over 
the  enemy.  Duties  imposed  by  this  law  for  the  sake  of  defense  are 
the  result  of  the  necessity  to  organize  the  working  people  in  its

Defense  of  the  State 

The  State  enters  into  defense  readiness  by  an  order  of 
mobilization  of  the  arrafed  forces ,  a  declaration , 

or  declaration  of  war.  Defense  J^^adiness  begins  on  the  ^y^wtoch  _  _ 
one  of  the  above  mentioned  is  made.  The  defense-readiness  of  State 

terminates  on  the  day  determined  by  the  President  of  the  Republic. 

Citizen*  s  Defense  tasks  and  Work  Pvelationships 

(1)  In  a  state  of  defense  readiness  all  oitizens  have  to^ful- 
fill  work  tasks  with  the  greatest  care  and  SeH-sabrifice 

as  required  by  the  Republic* s  defense.  Thus  their  interest^ and  active 
participation  in  the  defense  of  the  hauelahd  are  implemented. 

(2)  In  a  state  of  defense  readiness  citizens  may  be  required 

to  carry  out  the  following  tasks  t  , 

a)  Remain  in  their  jobs  and  carry  out  tasks,  if 
necessary,  which  do  not  belong  to  their  usual  chores; 
perhaps  even  to  work  outside  the  usual  work  place. 

b)  Take  a  position  delegated  to  them.  • 

c)  Carry  out  tasks  limited  in  time  assigned  to  them 
in  order  to  tackle  emergency  or  extraordinary  tasks 
for  the  defense  of  the  Republic. 

(3)  Measxires  set  out  in  Section  2  will  be  proclaimed  by  the 
government. 

(4)  Every  person  can  be  requested  to  flrnish  the  necessary 
space  and  furnishing  for  the  lodging  of  citizens  required  to  ful¬ 
fill  tasks  described  in  Section  2. 

Paragraph  7 

During  a  state  of  defense  readiness  the  government  may  for¬ 
mulate  work  relationships,  particularly  their  beginning,  end,  and 

duration,  and  other  work  conditions.  ' 

Paragraph  8 

Meastires  in  the  National  Econmy 

(1)  The  whole  national  economy  is  planned  in  such  a  way

{2)  During  a  state  of  defense  reafiiness  the  goveritTient  or 
authorized  organs  can  determine  chdriges  ixi  the  direction  of  the  eco¬ 
nomy  and  special  measures  in  production*  currency*  and  consumption 
of  material  means  so  as  to  guarantee  the  Republic *s  defense  require¬

During  a  state  of  defense  readiness  the  Government  satisfies 
requirements  of  a  material  nature  frba  national  property  and  takes 
care  to  have  them  fully  exploited  for  the  fulfilling^ of  defense 
tasks*  Equally*  peoples*  collectives  and  citizens  will  take  care

The  Soviet  Union,  by  her  proposal  Of  universal  and  total  disariaa- 
ment,  shows  a  way  of  getting  tha  world  out  of  the  seemingly  "magic"  circle 
of  fevairish  ariaament*  Hov^evor,'  tha  imperialist  military  ideologists 
(mainly  in  tha  US)  see  the  parspeotiva  of  evolution  otherwise.  Their  ef¬ 
fort  does  not  aim  toward  actual  disarmament,  but,  on  the  contrary,  to  fe¬ 
verish  armamen'i  so  that  the  "strategic  intimidating  povrer,"  which  is, 
according  to  their  words,  the  bast  "stabilization  of  peace,"  would  be  ef¬ 
fective  every  moment.  By  a  strange  and  illogical  theory,  "tha  greater  tha 
fear,  tha  closer  to  peace,"  and  by  a  constantly  changing  version  of  the 
"aggressive  nature  of  Communism,"  they  try  to  fool  tha  working  masses. 

The  constant  disclosuras  of  tha  falsity  of  these  claims  and  the 
exposures  of  tha  actual  aims  and  military  Interests  of  imperialism  and 
its  preparations  for  war  (especially  in  the  ayes  of  tha  Uestern  public) 
multiply  many  times  tha  povfsr  of  peace.  This  way,  additional  millions 
of  people  are  practically  gained  for  peace  and  socialism. 

As  a  result  of  historical  changes  in  the  world  today,  social  and 
political  conditions  for  averting  war  exist.  Any  kind  of  underestimation 
of  this  reality  or  exaggeration  of  tha  power  of  militarjr  technics  is  harm¬ 
ful.  The  vfords  that  peace  will  be  preserved  if  people  taka  matters  in 
their  o\m  hands  penetrate  deeper  and  deeper  into  the  oonsciousness  and 
activity  of  all  people.  People  must  realize  and  knovf  their  value  in  tha 
struggle  for  peace.  Practice  in  socialist  countries,  v;hara  tha  people, 
under  the  leadership  of  tha  working  class  and  the  Communist  Party,  took 
the  administration  of  their  country  and  tha  matter  of  peace  in  their  own 
hands,  proves  what  an  iimaenss  power  they  control. 

Any  kind  of  tachnocratism,  a  theory  of  tha  absolute  pov;er  of  mili¬ 
tary  technics  and  weapons  of  mass  destruction,  is  unknown  to  socialism. 

It  is  necessary  to  reject  tha  wrong  point  of  view  that  with  the  discovery 
of  atomic  weapons,  the  Marxist  teaching  that  vmrs  are  tha  continuation  of 
tha  politics  of  the  ruling  class  los-JS  its  vc-lidity.  This  teaching  is 
still  the  only  possible  critarium  to  determine  the  character  of  war,  in¬ 
cluding  its  preparations. 

Soma  theories  place  on  one  side  the  neatness  of  technics  so  that 
they  can  shovx  on  the  other  side  tha  smallness  of  povxar  and  helplassness 
of  man  and  his  impossibility  to  do  ansrbhing.  They  try  to  force  a  man  to 
give  himself  to  tha  "hands  of  Cod,"  and  passively  to  wait  for  his  fata 
and  accept  it. 

The  danger  of  these  theories  lies  in  the  fact  that  instead  of 
active  progress,  they  lead  working  people  to  a  passive  resignation  of 
"things  to  coma,"  instead  of  an  optimistic  outlook  into  tha  perspective 
of  peace;  they  picture  to  tha  working  class  a  dark  future  of  atonic  death* 
This  way  they  try  to  spread  a  life-philosophy  which  cannot  be  accepted  by 
socialism:  "V/hat  is  the  purpose  of  hurrying,  what  is  tha  purpose  of  build- 
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ing? .  .Sydrything  will  bo  dostroyod  sons  day»"  This  philosophy  is  , 
known  ib  aobialisni  5^3  pxistbnco  of  nan  and  tho  hurian  faco  oanhot  bo  ’  , 
dostroyod,  if  ban  b.odonbs  'Consbious  of  his  powor,  if  ho  takos  his  fato

1)  It  av/akes  the  consciousness 'Of  .  the  masses  that  war  is  inadmis— 
sib 1 6,  that  a  decisive  struggle  against  its  instigators,,  against  imperial¬ 
ism  a's  the  only  originator  of  viars,  is  necessary* 

2)  The  unprecedented  results  of/tha  m&ssiye  use,  of  weapons  for  mass 
destiruction  make  even  bourgeois  circles  think  about  their  leadership.  Evan 
if  this  part  of  the  bourgeoisie  is  aware  of  the  fact  that  it  cannot  gah  a 
guarantee  of  eternal  existence,  that  th®  revolutionary  situation  and  inner 
conditions  in  the  covintiy  will  lawfully  aim  for  its  social  destruction,

Sven  the  most  aggressive  groups  of  the  bourgeoisie  (monopolists, 
armament  and  military  circles)  must  in  their  agressiva  intentions  take  ; 
into  consideration  the  changed  balance  of  power  in  the  v/or Id  and  the  fact 
that  modern  military  means,  which  the  Soviet  Union  controls,  do  not  give 
them  much  hope  for  victory,  especially  'v/hen  their  atomic  monopoly 
vantagaous  geographical  factors  (the  ocean  shield),  have  oaasad  to  exist j 
on  the  contrary,  whan  the  supremacy  of  Soviet  rocket  technics  started  to 
work  the  continents  of  the  Eastern  Hemisphere  could  ba  hit  accurately  and 
affectively  in  all  places.  Imperialist  representatives  are  forced  to 
think  what  kind  of  reward  they  would  gat  for  a  military  attack  ag#.inst 
the  socialist  camp.  The  imperialists  have  not  given  up  their  aims.  Their 
plana  and  recant  aggressive  provocations  prove  that  they  have  not  lost 
their  appetite.  However,  hare  it  is  not  only  a  question  of  appetite,  but 
of  the  real  possibilities  which  they  have  for  the  realization  of  their 
aims,  Hera,  regardless  what  they  wish,  imperialists  ha.v9  to  taka  these 
facts  into  consideration: 

1)  In  the  event  of  war  imperialist  circles  not  only  do  not  have  : 
any  hope  for  victory,  but  the  dastmiotion  of  capitalism  in  the  whole  world 
can  be  positively  predicted.  V'ar  would  be  their  own  suicide, 

2)  A  retaliatory  smash  by  means  of  powerful  rockets,  which  would 
immediately  follow  their  aggrassion,  would,  because  of  their  imfavorable 
geographical  and  other  positions,  lead  to  the  fact, that  Aggression  would 
not  pass  vinpunished  as  it  did  before;  on  the  contrary,  the  aggr.sssor  wpuld 
have  to  pay  for  it  with  his  life,  in  their  articles,  even  if  they  do  hot 
give  up  the  conduct  of  war  by  classical,  conventional  weapons  (hov:aver, 
even  here,  because  of  the  material. and  manpower  sources  which  the  social¬ 
ist  camp  has,  the  balance  of  power  is  very  disadvantageousfor  them),  more 
and  more  reasoning  gleams  through  .concerning  whether  war,  with  this  bal- 
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anca  of  power  and  the  use  of  weapons  of  mss  destruction,  will 
aim  which  Imperialisn  has  expected  whenever  it  want  to  war, 

For  Marxists,  who  acknowledge  dialectical  negation,  this  process 
is  not  inootaprahensibla*  Already  Engels  fortold  that  nilitar  sn  wi 
destroyed  by  the  dialectics  of  its  own  evolution.

On  18  February  1961,  and  for  the 'second  time,  the  First  Secretait 
of  the  SED  City  Direction,  CoAinade  Baueri  presented  Leipzig's  hiking  flag 
to  the  fighter  groups  from  BduthlEast  Leipzig* '  Tiiis  success  was  the  result 
of  energetic  Parrying  oUt  of  principles  for  complex  training  vtaich  we  had  - 
achieved,  and  the  healthy  competitive  atmosphere  vtoich  we  had  kindled  from 
group  to  group*.  ".'.V' 

AboVe  all,  in  order  to  further  increase  the  training  results  it  has 
been  necessary  to  better  prepare  the  complex  training  period  by  improved 
instruction  of  platoon  and  small  group  leaders  for  a  more  general  effi¬ 
ciency  of  group  leadership*  In  the  past,  it  has  been  established  that 
oral  or  written  orders  di^  hot  reach  every  last  man.  As  Qomrade  Kobe 
maintained  in  a  critique  published  in  a  February  edition  of  the  "Kaempfer”, 
this  does  not  exactly  have  a  healthy  effect  upon  the  fighting  morale  of 
our  soldiers.  Fighters  do  not  use  the  required  understanding  for  achiev¬ 
ing  goals  set  for  them  unless  it  is  first  made  clear  to  than  why  and  how 
they  are  to  acccanplish  their  various  Jobs.  To  do  this,  we  have  set  up 
new  school  groups  as  an  illustration  for  future  training  programs.  These 
groups  offer  considerable  aid  in  increasing  the  responsibility  of  group 
leadership  in  general  and  that  of  platoon  and  small  group  leaders  in  partic¬ 
ular.  Moreover,  we  still  have  the  problem  of  doing  away  with  the  "one-man 
work"  >which  is  still  ifddely  prevalent  in  group  leadership.  In  this  con- 
nection,  I  do  not  criticize  in  any  way  the  commanderAs  personal  responsib¬ 
ility.  Naturally,  he  has  to  bear  the  full  responsibility  for  the  signi¬ 
ficant  and  expedient  use  of  filters  and  officers.  But  in  order  that  each 
commander  may  be  able  to  do  that,  it  is  important  that  he  has  enough  time 
to  think  out  various  operational  measures  correctly  so  that  he  can  make 
the  right  decisions.  This,  however,  is  dependent  in  turn  on  the  factor 
that  the  commander’s  deputies  as  well  as  his  liaison  officer  and  aids  must 
possess  complete  knowledge  of  their  various  fields  of  duty,  and  that  they 
must  carry  out  their  Jobs  with  full  authority.

In  both  the  fixing  ahd  the  manner  of  ascertainment,  we  took  into^ 
consideration  the  different  degrees  of  difficulty  in  the  varioiis  exercises, 
and  further  made  a  cdnversion  of  the  assessment  factors  to  a  point  system. 

In  order  to  achieve  l^th  a  fast  and  a  cons ciehtiOus  evaluation^, every 
platoon  leader  received  a  list  of  participants.  The  umpire  used  this 
list  to  vjrite  down  the  achievemehts  of  every  fighter.  These  lists  served 
at  the  same  time  as  a  , basis  for  the  evaluation  Of  conditions  for  obtaining 
the  Many  Campaign  Badge  of  the  GST*  / 

Even  back  in  I960,  we  had  already,  developed  a  similar  stretda  for 
overcoming  natural  obstacleei  and  thereby  we  worked  the  con^ering  of 
natural  obstacles  as  plahned  in  the  training  .prcpAm  more  significantly 
into  the  total  program  of  complex  training,  it  is  easy  to  see  that  there 
are  similar  possibilities  to  be  found  everywhere  for  battle  course  and  the 
overcoming  of  natural  obstacles. 

In  my  opinion,  the  variety  of  natural  obstacles  ahd  their  being 
overcome  better  represents  the  ideal  training  conditions  than  normal 
obstacle  courses.  Also,  the  training  process  is  made  more  interesting  in 
this  way.  Ha&urally,,  preparations  for  such  an  operation  dOmand  a  lot  of 
work.  After  the  establishment  of  the  stistch,  it  is  still  necnbu^  to 
work  out  and  establish  whatever  is  needed  by  way  of  impoitiant  ecpipment. 
Likewise  the  setting  up  and  taking  down  of  the  necessary  objects  demands 
good  organization.  But  this  work  is  veiy  valuable.  And  bendes  tht®>  there 
is  also  the  possibility  of  r®ducing  the  use  of  equipment  to  a  minimum* 

A  weakness  does  show  up,  however,  in  the  fact  that  we  only  estab¬ 
lished  the  four  march  destinations  according  to  a  map.  Each  collective 
group  had  to  march  in  one  of  these  directions,  and  we  miscalculated  in 
our  time  planning.  The  forest  terrain  whidi  had  to  be  crossed  was _  covered 
with  so  many  different  water  courses  that  the  time  peri^  was  considerably 
greater  than  had  been  originally  planned.  In  this  particular  stretch,  a 
great  many  detours  had  to  be  taken. 

In  spite  of  this  weakness,  our  complex  training  for  the  first  quarter 
of  1961  Was  a  complete  success.  TO.th  every  new  training  period,  the 
fighters  participate  more  actively, in  improving  the  training  period  orga¬ 
nization.  This  time  we  noticed  in  particular  a  high  degree  of  challenge 
and  a  readiness  for  combat  on  the  part  of  every  single  fighter.  Thus 
carried  along  by  a  good  collective  spirit,  and  joined  w-ith  excellent 
fighting  spirit  and  courage,  our  men  are  able  to  perform  all  their  com!- 
plicated  jobs  without  difficulty,  ,

MBS  organizes  social  sport  associations  in  order  to  further  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  these  branches  and  to  gain  broad  social  support.

Activities  in  the  various  fields  are  directed  Ty  a  democratically  elected 
leadership.  Social  sport  associations  are  under  the  obligation  to  carry 
out  those  decisions  of  the  MH3  National  Presidium  which  are  genial  in 
scope  and  concern  them  directly.

54,  All  sport  associations  are  socially  based  and  operate  on  the 
basis  of  statutes  appiuved  by  the  national  executive  committee.  Social 
sport  associations  are  represented  in  the  national,  Budapest  ^d  xnegye 
boards  of  the  MBS.  MBS  membership  is  not  compulsory  for  members  of
